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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims Presented 

Claims 1-8 are presented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims are not clear as to whether the phrases within parentheses are 
to be read into the claims. For example, at lines 21-22 of claim 1 refers to "an 
issuing user private key (xi)." Yet, at line 5, claim 1 also refers to "an issuing user 
private key (xi)." Are they same or are they different? If they are same, why are 
they both referred by indefinite articles? 

The claims use language that is either erroneous or ambiguous (one 
cannot be certain as to which is the problem). For example, line 13 and line 16 
of claim 1 has the word "posses." What does this mean? Is this merely an 
erroneous attempt at "possess?" 

Applicant is requested to either explain or correct so as to clarify these 
matters. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

If the issues noted in the rejections section can be solved, the subject 
matter of claims 1-8 would appear to be (albeit not currently certain because of 
the issues noted In the rejections section) allowable over the prior art of record. 

Conclusion 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
